The Draft in Ohio. — The report that there 
will be no draft in Ohio is without founda- 
tion. The order for the draft will be made as 
soon as arrangements are completed in the 
State. Officers detailed from the Depart- 
ments of the Mississippi and Cumberland to 
escort drafted men from Ohio to the armies in 
the field having been sent there prematurely, 
were ordered to open recruiting offices through- 
out the State, giving a chance to volunteers 
before the order for the draft is issued. Those 
volunteering will be credited when the draft 
is made. 

It is thought in the Provost Marshal Gen- 
eral's office that the present draft of one-fifth 
of the first class enrolled will send about 100,- 
O00 new men into the field, and return 20,500 
deserters. Already 12,000 deserters have been 
returned ont of the 116,000 men who have 
deserted from the entire military force of the 
United States during the last year and a half. 
No draft has been ordered west of Pennsylva- 
nia, nor will be until the draft in the East 
shall be finished. — If. Y. Tribune. 

Rumored Conspiracy to Burn St. Louis. — 
Myriad-tongued rumor, ever busy and of infi- 
nite invention, has it that the unusual mili- 
tary demonstrations of Thursday night — 
which have created so much curiosity— were 
occasioned by letters found on the person of 
Robert Louden, the rebel mail carrier, who 
was arrested at two o’clock on that morning 
at the house of Mrs. Callahan, on Morgan, 
near Seventeenth street. It is said the letters 
were written by Louden to parties in Cincin- 
nati, and contained strong hints at some plots 
between Missouri rebels to reduce St. Louis 
to ashes! How much truth is contained in 
the startling story, in itself almost incredible, 
we do not know.’ In any event, the military 
authorities are much entitled to credit for the 
prompt and thorough precautionary measures 
adopte d^ nri which doubtless will bs contin- 
fBlong as any probable peril requires 
aim.

We take the following account from 
the Frankfort Commonwealth of Monday: 

Governor Robinson’s Return Home. — Our 
distinguished and justly beloved ex-Governor, 
James F. Robinson, left our city on Wednes- 
day morning, at 10 'A o’clock, accompanied by 
a committee of our leading citizens, who es- 
corted him to Scott county. 

On arriving at the residence of Oapt. New- 
ton Craig, within four miles of Georgetown, 
Governor Robinson and his escort were met 
hy a large number of his fellow-citizsns of 
Scott county, who had gathered there to wel- 
come home the man whom, in ail the relations 
of life, they had, in common with his fellow- 
citizens everywhere, admired and revered for 
his eminent ability and public services, and 
loved for his pure and elevated character. On 
behalf ef his friends and neighbors he was 
welcomed by Gen. John T. Pratt, who gave 
expression, cot only to the pleasure his return 
in their midst created, but to their increased 
confidence in him because of the patriotism, 
wisdom, and integrity displayed by his suc- 
cessful administration of the affairs of the 
State in times of great difficulty. 

To which Governor Robinson responded in 
a few brief and appropriate remarks. 

After receiving from his friends and neigh- 
bors the greetings, which, to those who wit- 
nessed their sincerity and warmth, spoke 
more of love, confidence, and respect than 
words can express, the whole party partook of 
the varied and ample refreshments which 
Capt. Craig had prepared. 

After partaking of the generous hospitali- 
ties of Capt. Craig, the Frankfort delegation 
took leave of Gov. R., through their organ, 
John B. Temple, Esq. 

Gov. R. briefly responded expressing his ac- 
knowledgments for the confidence which the 
people of the capital had ever manifested to- 
wards him, and said that his regret at leaving 
the many cherished associations which ware 
formed with the citizens of the capital, was 
only equalled by the pleasure of being per- 
mitted to return to the familiar and endearing 
scenes of home. He had endeavored to do 
his whole duty, and the approbation of his 
fellow-citizens was grateful to his heart. The 
conduct and the acts of his administration 
were past, and, while it did not become him 
to invite public judgment, he neither avoided 
nor feared its results. 

Having been disappointed in obtaining a 
sketch of the remarks of Gov. R. and Gen. 
Pratt, we cannot give them to our readers, as 
we had hoped. 

The kind and affectionate admiration shown 
to this eminent citizen was honorabte to him, 
and but au indication of the feelings of the 
whole people toward him. 

Gov. Robinson retires from the guberna- 
torial office with the confidence and love of 
the people of Kentucky. 

We subjoin the eloquent and beautiful ad- 
dress of Mr. Temple: 

Governor Robinson: The time has now 

arrived when, laying aside the cares and re- 
sponsibilities of the high office which you have 
held, you are to return to the familiar and en- 
dearing scents of home, and the kind greet- 
ings of neighbors and friends. 

On such an occasion, the citizens of the 
Capital of the State, on whose behalf I speak, 
bntfe deemed it due, not less to their own feel- 
ings than to yourself, to give some expression 
to their sentiments, Duriuff the period of 
your administration they have tzZa tte more 
immediate witnesses of your official bearing, 
and havo had the best means of knowing the 
difficulties through which measures have been 
reached by which the public alone estimate 
your success. Called to the Executive chair 
of the Commonwealth at a period when the 
bold and the strong instinctively shrank from 
its cares and responsibilities — when its honors 
seemed to be outweighed by its dangers and 
its toils — whilst a fearful struggle for national 
existence on the one hand and startling as- 
sumptions of power on the other darkened 
the pathway of duty — a noble courage and pa- 
triotic devotion to your country, united with 
the motto “the Union, the Constitution, and 
the enforcement of the laws,” to form the 
golden cord by which you have threaded the 
mazy labyrinths, created by these untoward 
circumstances. If the public interests have 
suffered, if private rights have been invaded, 
none will lay the blame at your door who 
have witnessed, as we have witnessed, the 
earnestness with which you have labored to 
prevent such cvjlg, We congratulate you that 
your fellow-citizens throughout the Common- 
wealth have appreciated your zeal for the 
public good, and have attested in every man- 
ner which you would permit their confidence 
in and regard for you. Nor is this all. The 
true hearted and conservative patriots every- 
where unite to extol the position to which 
you have been so instrumental in bringing 
our beloved Commonwealth. 

But it is not my appropriate business now 
to deal with your public character alone. 
Whilst there is a pure delight in the contem- 
plation of duty performed, to which we feel 
you are entitled, there is also, with and be- 
neath all this, the kindlier feelings of the 
friend and social companion.

“the private station,” for which your fond- 
ness is scarcely less conspicuous than your 

E ublic virtues, you may “build your hopes in 
eaven.” 

It remains only, Governor, for me to say, 
on behalf of the citizens of Frankfort, the on- 
ly painful thing I have to say — farewell, an 
affectionate farewell!

LETTER FROM SCOTLAND. 

Glasgow, Scotland, August, 1863. 

On “the last anniversary of our country’s 
birthday a few American residents in Glas- 
gow assembled at Arden Kyle, on the Clyde, 
the beautiful residence of our worthy Consul, 
to do honor to the day so dear to every Amer- 
ican heart. Mr. Underwood being necessari- 
ly absent on the continent, his lady did the 
honors, and the hospitality and good cheer 
proved that “Old Kentuck" has worthy rep- 
resentatives abroad. When the cloth was 
removed patriotic toasts were drank, in “wine 
that cheers but not inebriates,” to the Army 
and Navy of the United Slates, to “Prentice 
and Crittenden,” and other patriots who have 
labored so hard to preserve the Union of the 
States:” and the day’s entertainment closed 
with the following bumber toast drank with 
all the honors: 

“The old flag of the Union, which it so fit- 
tingly symbolizes what the Constitution makes 
a reality, may it ever be the flag of our pride 
and our affections, growing richer in associa- 
tions and more terrible in might with every 
passing day. May it mean peace and love 
forever to all who befriend it — defiance and 
war only to those who insult it.” 

These memoranda were made at the time, 
and would have been elaborated into a more 
befitting article for your paper than this, but 
pressing business and frequent absence caused 
the matter to be neglected until the full 
accounts of the deeds done by our brave sol- 
diers during the month of July again caused 
a patriotic glow in the heart of the writer, 
who now sends them to you with hi3 heart- 
felt wish that you may continue your labors 
to encourage the spirit of our soldiers in the 
field to fight for the flag and the Constitution 
ot their fathers, for their blood-bought liber- 
ties, their very existence as a nation, until 
that Constitution is recognized as the su- 
preme law of the land in every State where it 
has been dishonored, and that flag floats in 
triumph from sea to mountain, and from the 
lakes to the rivers. AN AMERICAN. 



Colored Soldiers. — Dr. Stone, surgeon of 
the 54th Massachusetts volunteers (colored), 
writes that the wounded black soldiers who 
are prisoners in the hands of the rebels were 
cared for in the hospitals with the white 
wounded, and that he can find no authentic 
or trustworthy account of any outrage or in- 
dignity offered to auy of our wounded, either 
in the attack on Wagner or on James Island. 



The Rebel Trade at Matamobas. — The 
officers of the Government steamer Bermuda, 
which arrived at Philadelphia on Suuday j 
state that while on blockading duty at the 
mouth of the Rio Grande river they had am- 
ple opportunity to observe the manner of for- 
eign trade with the rebels. They say: 

The port of Matamora3 is a Mexican im- 
porting and exporting city. Therebeis use it 
“as the chief city of the cotton trade of the 
South. The cotton is conveyed across the 
Rio Grande to Matamoras. The merchant 
vessels of France and England clear for Mata- 
moras and anchor in tbe stream. Tugs car- 
rying fifty or sixty bales of cotton then come 
from the city, and the cotton is hoisted on 
board the vessels in neutral waters. While 
the Bermuda lay off the Rio Grande a fleet of 
merchantmen were in the river, and a contin- 
ual line of tugs passed to and fro. The steam- 
ers thus receive their cargoes and leave the 
river. They carry contraband cargoes, but 
the meteor Hag of England or the lilies of 
France floats from the mast-head. The United 
States gunboats may approach, but they can- 
not take the vessel in custody and confiscate 
her cargo. The blockading squadron, the 
Princess Royal and others, lie off Matamoras 
but they #re powerless to stop the neutral traf- 
fic. Over the blue waves go the merchant- 
men, and they reach London, Liverpool, or the 
French ports of entry. There a cargo of sup- 
plies, precisions, clothing, shoes, every arti- 
cle that the Confederacy needs, is shipped; 
the prows again turn seaward; the course is 
directed towards the Mexican Galf, and the 
cargo is landed at Matamoras. Such i3 Ea- 
lish and French neutrality.

THE NEXT YANKEE CONGRESS Sc THE WAR. 

The action of the next Northern Congress 
will involve much ns regards the duration of 
the war. The Democrats having a majority 
of two or three on joint ballot, will have it in 
their power to embarrass tbe administration 
to a degree which will materially impair its 
ability to prosecute the war for any protracted 
period. Lincoln will seek to remove every 
pretext for a cessation or suspension of hostil- 
ities, with a view to negotiations, by present- 
ing a dazzling exhibit of military successes as 
an indication of the imminence of Southern 
subjugation. With thi3 view the mo3t stu- 
pendous efforts to achieve additional victories 
are being put forth. The capture of Charles- 
ton must, if possible, be effeeted,.as the best 
means to gratify popular resentment at the 
North, and strengthen the feasibility of ulti- 
mate triumph. 

The more victories Lincoln will have to re- 
count, the less odium will he incur should 
Congress make any successful move in the 
direction of peace. Indeed, the efforts of 
Congress in that direction will, it may be 
presumed, be seriously embarrassed by these 
successes. The Northern mind, sanguine 
when there is scarcely ground for hope, will 
warm up to the point of unquestionable cer- 
tainty in tbe matter of our subjugation, under 
the influence of the plausible presentation by 
Seward, through Lincoln, of a series of facts 
justifying a presumption of our early subjuga- 
tion. This will, to a great extent, reconcile 
the popular mind of the North to a continu- 
ance of the war, and render the Democracy in 
Congress chary of a policy antagonistic to it. 

Seward will seek by every means to work 
on the popular mind, and, through it, on the 
Democracy; for the villain knows that a par- 
ty aiming at ascendancy would be unwilling 
to run counter to the will of th? mntoritv. The 
tone of public Sentiment at the North will be 
mater!? iuCjified by a failure to capture 
Charleston. The victories at Vicksburg and 
Port Hudson have proved to be barren ones, 
and this conviction has evidently seized the 
Northern mind; for we find that since the first 
ebullition of enthusiasm passed off, scarcely a 
reference is made to them. As a political ex- 
pedient, the fall of Charleston is all important, 
for it would serve as an acceptable offering to 
Northern resentment growing out of the part 
borne by South Carolina in initiating ibis 
war. 

The draft was inauspicious at this era of 
continued success to the Northern armies, in- 
asmuch as it is likely to counteract the con- 
ciliatory influence which these successes 
would otherwise exercise upon the Northern 
mind. A triumph or two of our armies 
would materially modify the tone of Northern 
sentiment, and open the way for a peace 
movement on the part of the Democrats in 
Congress. They would be peculiarly oppor- 
tune on the eve of the assembling of that body, 
and posy!;sra would victory be more potent 
than in Northern Virginia, where the chief 
interest is centred; and Northern triumph 
would be deemed most effective in reassuring 
the Northern mind of the ultimate success of 
their arms. 

The Lincoln administration must be, and is, 
no doubt, fully convinced of the utter hope- 
lessness of our subjugation. What motive 
can they have, in view of the conviction, in 
prolonging the war, it is impossible to define. 
If the object is to erect a military despotism 
on the ruins of the rump republic, that object 
will not be promoted by prosecuting the war 
to the period of inevitable reaction, which is 
already imminent. Active opposition gener- 
ally leads to a more vigorous and determined 
exercise of power, and reaction once set in, is 
cot easily stayed by legitimate resistance. 
The reaction at the North has attained suffi- 
cient power to make itself felt, and unless 
some serious reverse overtakes U3 between 
this and the meeting of Congress, Lincoln 
will find himself considerably embarrassed by 
the action of that body. 

The defeat of Meade would in all probabili- 
ty bring on a crisis which would at once de- 
termine the duration of the war. Such an 
equipoise of strength would be established be- 
tween the two parties as would necessitate 
some desperate move on the part of Lincoln. 
He would find himself forced to the alterna- 
tive of submission, or the assumption of dic- 
tatorial powers. The choice of the latter will 
depend upon the will of Seward. Were he in 
the Presidency, he would undoubtedly take 
that step; but inasmuch ns his elevation to 
that position would be defeated by a coup 
d ctat of this sort by Lincoln, he will doubt- 
less oppose it. Who knows, however, what 
he may do? The achievements of men, 
pressed by grave issues, sometimes startle the 
world, and it may be that what we supposed 
a vulgar tool would prove to be a second Na- 
poleor. 

M atters are undoubtedly verging on a crisis, 
and the issue depends, in a great measure, on 
the course of events in the interval to the 
meeting of the Northern Congress. If we 
achieve important successes within that inter- 
val, Northern sentiment will assume a ten- 
dency toward peace, and the Democrats in 
CoDgress will act accordingly. Lincoln will 
be forced to reveal his object in prolonging 
the war, and to assume a position of defiance 
or submission. The several members of the 
Democratic party will become fully informed 
of the sentiments of the people of their re- 
spective districts, and they will, doubtless, 
act in accordance with them. II the adminis- 
tration acts counter to these sentiments, then 
will the crisis come, and the issue will be 
peace or protracted war, with Lincoln, in all 
probability, military dictator. 

The success of the Democracy will guaran- 
tee its triumph in the next Presidential elec- 
tion, and it is this fact which will form the 
strongest incentive to an extreme resort on 
the part of Lincoln. Defeat of his war policy 
now will involve the inevitable defeat of abo- 
litionism iu the Presidential election, and en- 
tail upon the authors of this war all the hor- 
rors of an outraged people, maddened by pov- 
erty, taxation, loss of trade, ruin of manufac- 
tures and commerce, and the sacrifice ot life, 
caused by this war, can inflict. This is a ter- 
rible prospect, the worst, in fact, that could 
arise from any policy to which Lincoln in his 
desperation may resort. 

Submission involves consequences which 
even defeat of an attempted usurpation of dic- 
tatorial powers would not aggravate. Resent- 
ments enough have been engendered in the 
public mind of the North by the tyranny of 
Lincoln and his associates to serve all the 
ends to be looked for from the most audacious 
acts of usurpation. This consciousness may 
drive Old Abe to extreme measures, and the 
crisis may be precipitated sooner than the 
most creduiouscould be led to believe. 

We see by the late New York papers that 
Mayor Wood is spoken of in connection with 
the Speakership in the next Yankee House of 
Representatives. This is a favorable indica- 
tion of the strength of the peace party in that 
body. 

If he is elected, a rebuke will have been ad- 
ministered to the administration which will 
prove the certain foreshadowing of a crusade 
of opposition which will force upon it the al- 
ternative to which we have referred. If the 
Democracy have to yield, then we may look 
for a continuance of the war to a period which 
it would bo vain to speculate upon. Demo- 
cratic defeat now will involve abolition as- 
cendency for four years more, and we mu3t 
look to other contingencies than a change of 
Northern sentiment to stop this war. North- 
ern sentiment will then be more completely 
under tbe control of Seward and Lincoln than 
it is now, for hope will have given way to 
submission, which military despotism will 
make a nec< ssitv.

Trenton, Ga., Sept. 0.

The successful accomplish- 
ment of the flanking movement caused them 
to evacuate the place. We are now in posses- 
sion of all of Tennessee and North Georgia. 
It is not known whether the rebels are retreat- 
ing to a new position near Chattanooga, or 
are retreating to Atlanta. Rapid and vigorous 
pursuit is being made. Crittenden’s 'troops 
are now marching into and occupying Chat- 
tan coga.

Washington, Sept. 8. 

White’s guerillas, about 300 strong, are report- 
ed to he mar Purccllsville, in Louden county. 
Moshey’s forces are scattered since the wound- 
ing of their commander. 

Major General Blair has arrived in town. 
Col. John Hay, private secretary to the 
President, has returned from his vacation. 
Secretary Stanton is again at his post. 
Between two and three hundred deserters 
arrived here from New York to-day under 
guard. They will be distributed to their regi- 
ments at once. 

Two days ago a raid was made by the 
rebels upon a brigade of the sixth corps. The 
guerillas dashed into camp, fired into the 
tents of Gen. Bartlett, and carried off the 
brigrde flag. 

It is said the General had his headquarters 
too far from the camp ofhis soldiers. 

Admiral Farragut arrived in Washington 
to-night, and was serenaded at Willard’s, 
(Tribune’? Special.] 

Headquarters Army of the Potomac, ( 
Sept. 8. j 

Colonel R. C. Hill, of the rebel army, re- 
cently sent word across the Rappahannock 
from Fredericksburg that he would like to 
see an officer of our army. 

The wish being made known to Gen. Cus- 
ter, the General himself crossed. The motive 
of Col. Hill’s request was to make inquiries 
respecting Gen. Gregg, with whom he was 
once a classmate and intimate friend. 

Gen. Custer received a note from Col. Hill, 
which was forwarded. Col. Hill remarked 
confidentially to Gen. Custer that peace was 
near at hand. This assertion was also volun- 
tarily made by two rebel officers in the boat 
which conveyed Gen. Custer and by others ou 
shore. 

On being asked the reason of the supposi- 
tion, they would not communicate, simply 
reiterating their opinion. Col. mil would not 
state what command he was connected with, 
but he appeared to be a staff officer. 

At least 1,000 cavalry and infantry from 
the rebel army thronged about the wharf as 
spectators when Gen. Custer landed. His re- 
ception by the officers was exceedingly cor- 
dial. 

Notwithstanding this anticipation ef peace, 
the rebels expected another battle near Cul- 
pepper. They did not anticipate attacking us, 
but presumed we, strengthened by con- 
scription, would speedily assume the offensive. 

Gen. Lee is yet in Richmond, doubtless there 
in consultation with the heads of the rebel 
Government in earnest. 

Great amicability exists between our pickets 
and those of the enemy. Yesterday about 100 
men, belonging to both armies, bathed to- 
gether in the Rappahannock. 

New York, Sept. 9. 

The Tribune has the following from a pas- 
senger by the steamer Scotia, who enjoyed pe- 
culiarly favorable facilities for becoming fam- 
iliar with the facts: 

We learn that the Anglo-rebel iron-dads 
are being pushed forward to completion with 
the utmost vigor. 

Two 2,000 ton iron-dads, combining the 
rsm and Monitor principles, are being built by 
Laird, at Birkenhead. 

One of these are already launched. They 
are plated with 4-inch iron. Each carries two 
turretts twelve inches thick, and have formi- 
dable rams projecting Irom their stems. 

Such turrets will carry two 200-pounder 
rifle guns, and each vessel will be armed in 
addition with two 100-pounder stern chasers. 

Guns were ready at Preston and Lancashire, 
and would be shipped aud put on board in the 
Irish channel. 

Barter's Ferry, Sept. 9. 
Imboden, with a force of 1,200 men, at- 
tacked Major Stevens at Moanefivld, Hardy 
couniy, day before yesterday. Major Stevens 
l ad only about three hundred men, ana fell 
back on Cumberland without lo3s. 

The following are extracts from the Rich- 
mond Examiner: 

Charbston, Sept. 5. — To-day has witnessed 
another furious bombardment of Wagner and 
Gregg by the enemy’s Seat and batteries. 

The firing was begun at daylight, and was 
maintained steadily until dark. A monitor 
is now firing on Moultrie, and another assault 
on Battery Wagner is deemed probable to- 
night. 

Since yesterday no further attack has been 
made on Sumpter, which has been heldtwenty 
days against all the efforts of the enemy’s 
great guns by land and sea. Of 7,551 shots 
which have been fired, 3,495 have struck cut- 
side and 2,130 inside. The flag has been shot 
away 14 times. 

Charleston Sept. Gth, 9.30 A. M. — The bom- 
bardment of battef ies Wagner and Gregg has 
been incessant for the last 62 hours. The 
noise of the cannonade was tremendous. 

Last night the enemy landed near Cnm- 
ming’s Point in barges and assaulted Battery 
Gregg. The assault was repulsed. No par- 
ticulars. 

Atlanta, Sept. 4. — A special to the Appeal 
from Senitobia says that Gen. Price had au 
engagement with the enemy 15 miles below 
Little Rock, and obtained a victory over the 
Y onkees. 

The Arkansas army is rapidly reinforcing. 
It is understood that Cen. Halleck says that in 
three weeks he will have three corps under 
Gen. Banks move on Mobile from Pascagoula. 

Chattanooga, Sept. 5. — Although the armies 
are in close proximity, there are no indica- 
tions of an early engagement, but a slight 
cause may bring one on at any moment. 

Atlanta, Sept. 5. — A special to the Confed- 
eracy says Col. Morrison, 1st Georgia cav- 
alry, repulsed the enemy at Dearborn Gap on 
the night of the 3d inst. Our loss was two 
wounded; that of the enemy was not known. 

A brigade fell back south of the Tennessee 
river. The enemy shelled London on the 2d, 
killing two women. The bridge was burned 
to prevent the enemy from crossing. 

Governor Brown has issued his proclama- 
tion calling on the State reserves to hold 
themselves in readiness to march at a mo- 
ment’s warning. 

Fortress Monroe, Sept. 9. 
The stSamer Daniel Webster, arrived from 
City Point, reports that Morris Island is evac- 
uated by Ihe Confederates. 

St. Johns, Sept. 8. 

The steamer Adriatic, from Liverpool, via 
Galway 1st, passed Cape Race to-day, and the 
following news was obtained: 

The Liverpool Mercury professes to have 
reliable information that the Vanderbilt was 
sunk by the Alabama on the 13th July in lat. 
47, long. 45. 

The Times editorially admits that the ques- 
tion of building ships for the Confederates is 
becoming serious and urgent. 

No concession can be made to menace. 
Laws must take their course. The Times 
hopes that if the rams are really intended for 
the Confederates the law may be strong 
enough to stop them. 

Poland . — Warsatv, Aug. 29. — The national 
government has issued a decree forbidding the 
exercise of the censorship in Warsaw. 

France. — Paris, August 31. — A decree has 
been issued for striking a medal commemo- 
rative of the Mexican expedition, to be dis- 
tributed to all who have taken part in the 
campaign. 

Russia ,— It is reported ia Paris that Russia 
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will not reply to the three notes, but will give 
a constitution to Poland and Germany. 

In Frankfort it is thought if the Congress of 
Princes does not Drove satisfactory to the Ger- 
man people, revolution may follow. 

After burning a Polish village the Russians 
sent to Siberia all the inhabitants, men, wo- 
men, and children, a thousand souls in all, 
and confiscated their estates for executing a 
Russian spy caught near the village. 

Galway, Sept. 1. — The Polish insurrection 
is still raging. Telegraphic advices report a 
great victory at Lauon, but which side is not 
stated. 

The Richmond government had made a 
pressing appeal to the Spanish government to 
obtain the recognition of tbe Confederate 
States, •offering all guarantees to Spain lor the 
possession of Cuba and Porto Rico. 

The Spanish government declined. 

The Times to-day says, in regard to the des- 
tination of the suspicious and powerful iron- 
clad frigate in the yard, we do not think it 
morally right that ships like these should 
leave our ports for such service as that for 
which they are intended. We do hot wish 
to see any more of them sail on the same 
errand.

EXTRACT. 

The Louisville & Nashville Railroad being 
unable to obtain sufficient labor to supply 
tbe road with tbe quantity of firewood re- 
quired to do government business, it becomes 
ueceesarv to impress five hundred (500) ne- 
groes from the negro population ef the 
counties through which the road passes, and 
in which the firewood is required. By di- 
rection of Department Headquarters, the draft 
is to be made in the same manner as directed 
by General Orders No. 41, from these bead- 
quarters of August 10th. The commander of 
the post at Russellville will impress the ne- 
groes in Logan and Todd counties, and 
the commander of the post at Bowling Green 
will impress the negroes in Warren 
and Simpson counties. The command- 
er of tbe post at Munfordville will im- 
press the negroes in Hart, Barren, and 
Hardin counties, and they are hereby charged 
with the execution of this order. 

The authorities of the railroad company are 
to inform the commanders of said posts of the 
quantity of wood required in each locality, 
and the number of men and teams required 
to get out the same. The men and teams im- 
pressed shall be placed in charge of tbe rail- 
road company, who shall pay tiie owners of 
the snme a reasonable compensation for tho 
services rendered. Upon the proper certificate 
of the railroad company’s officer exemption 
shall be given to the negroes of those parties 
who have agreed to furnish the railroad com- 
pany with firewood, also to those who may 
prefer to hire their negroes to parties having 
a contract with the railroad company for the 
delivery of wood. For every 20 cords of fire- 
wood to be delivered by contract per month, 
one negro shall be exempted. Negroes ini- 
preesed under this order shall also be exempt- 
ed from work on military railroads in other 
parts of the State, for which a draft will be 
made hereafter. The railroad company shall 
have the right to us? any wood along the line 
of the railroad by pay tog to the owners there- 
of a fair compensation. This order is 
also applicable to the counties of Bullitt, 
Nelson, and Jefferson, and Lieut. Col. J. N. 
Stiles, 63d Indiana volunteers, commanding 
at Shepherdsville, is charged with the execu- 
tion of it in those counties.

Tm Hoosier Champion. — For a long time 
it has been shrewdly suspected by the “know- 
ing ones” that John McDsvitt, of this city, 
the keeper of the billiard saloon ia the Ex- 
change Building, was a match for any of the 
renowned “knights of the cue,” whose tour- 
naments have figured so largely in the papers, 
and whose , “runs,” “nursings,” and other 
mysteries of the green-carpeted table, have 
provoked columns of admiring comment.

Credits on toe Draft.— It will be seen by 
the subjoined letter from Col. Fry, Provost 
Marshal General, to the Hon. Freeman 
Clarke, of Rochester, N. Y., that it has been 
found necessary, in carrying out the draft, to 
abandon all attempts to credit towns or sub- 
districts with the excess of volunteers furnish- 
ed by them under previous calls for men. This 
new decision, being contrary to the assurances 
given to the Governors of several of the 
States, has caused much dissatisfaction iu 
some of the town3 which are entitled to 
credits. The reasons of this change of purpose 
arc stated in Colonel Fry’s letter :

lion. Freeman Clarke, M. C.. of Rochester, 

If. Y., Willard 3 IJotel, Washington, D. C. : 

Sir : The proposition contained in my let- 
ter to Governor Andrew was made to relieve 
a case of focal hardship, and without any in- 
tention of making it general, or supposing 
that it would be so considered. The numer- 
ous applications made by various towns and 
other small organizations soon satisfied me 
that it would bo difficult, if not impossible, to 
find any principle of adjustment which would 
apply to all or even any great number of cases. 

I was under the impression that the scheme 
devised and suggested to Gov. Sevmonr and 
others would be of some practical effect, which 
was to ascertain the names of men claimed to 
have teen furnished, and compare them with 
the muster-in rolls on file in the War Depart- 
ment. In one or two instances where this 
has been attempted it is found to be a very ex- 
tensive labor, and no adequate results [five 
been arrived at, and tbe time which would be 
taken up with the claims of ail who choose to 
make them would cause so much delay as to 
defeat the object in view, and also interfere 
seriously with other important business. An 
earnest and faithful effort has been made to 
carry out the plau. but the effort has brought 
on so many difficulties and complications 
which I did not foresee, and developed so ma- 
ny obstacles which cannot be overcome, that 
I am at last compelled to abandon the idea. 

I wrote to Governor Andrew under the im. 
pression that the matter was one affecting 
only a limited section and which could bs 
quickly attended to, bnt it has been so much 
increased that now, even if the claims of 
towns could be adjusted, it would almost neu- 
tralize the effect of the draft, and to raise men 
enough from the few towns which admit a 
deficiency would be impossible. 

While I thus frankly admit my inability to 
do what I contemplated, and give my reasons 
for it, I can at lesst ask and hope for acquies- 
cence in a decision which has become una- 
voidable. The previous action of towns and 
counties in excess show that they possess a 
a patriotic sense of the necessity, the absolute 
necessity, of pressing to a victorious conclu- 
sion the war upon which we stand or fall as a 
nation, and of providing men and means 
for the purpose. I therefore rely upon their 
patriotism and their interest in a return of 
peace and prosperity to abate a little their 
claims for previous generosity, and, if drafted, 
to assume cheerfully the honor which awaits 
them of being the winners ef the la3t victory. 

No one appreciates more than I do the pro- 
priety of making and even insisting upon 
having 2ue credit allowed for the services al- 
ready rendered and the sacrifices already en- 
dured, but to attempting this it will not do to 
yield the great point of providing mean3 ot 
makiDg a speedy termination of the war, ant 
a thousand men now may save the necessity 
of calling for ten thousand in future.

From Gf.neral Banks’s Department. — The 
New Orleans correspondent of the N. Y. World, 
writing under date of Aug. 27th, says: 

There has been a little change in the mili- 
tary force at Brashear City. The 13th Con- 
necticut has been withdrawn and replaced by 
the 114th New York, and Lieutenant-Colonel 
I’erlee, of the latter regiment, as senior offi- 
cer, supersedes Lieutenant-Colonel Peck in 
command of the Post. Frequent interviews 
are held with Col. Jim Major, commanding 
the Confederate advance on the other side of 
tbe bay. Kirby Smith is said to be fortifying 
at Trinity, on the Black river. The whole 
Confederate force in the Attakapas country is 
preparing for, if not expecting another ad- 
vance in the fall. Herron’s men have come 
down from Port H ndson, and are in camp at 
Greenville, tost above this city. A very large 
camp, with half the 13th army corps, is on the 
swamp this side of Csrrolton. The rest of the 
corps is at Camp Parapet above, and a few reg- 
iments are on tbe opposite side of the river. 

Since the appearance of highwaymen “in 
artillery uniform” on the shell road to the 
lake, that evening drive is not so popular as 
it was a while ago, and pleasure travel after 
dinner takes the rond to Carrolton. I have 
seen the new camp, which extonds for some 
distance along the road. The men are bronzed 
with the sun and siege of Vicksburg, and if 
they were “rebels” we should say that they 
were very ragged and very dirty. One or two 
evenings since I saw a squad of five of these 
men going out for the night on picket duty, 
and lour of them were barefoot. The Fedenl 
officer who was with me said: “See those 

damned scarecrows!'' If I had said it, it 
would have been seditious. 

Herron’s camp is beautifully and comforta- 
bly located in a fine oak opening. The camps 
have generally been selected iu this vicinity 
with a view to the sanitary condition of the 
men; but swamps abound, and I know that 
the new comers have a general idea that mag- 
nolia birds are mosquitoes and that mosqui- 
toes are magnolia birds; while there is a 
prevalent opinion that the swamp grasshoppers 
(which are from three to four inches in length) 
are Louisiana fleas. Of course the troops are 
well fed, and largely on fresh beef now. There 
are plenty ef cattle in this department every- 
where, excepting on the plantations. 

The concentration of a large body of men 
at this point naturally suggests the idea of a 
movement by and by. Public opinion is 
divided as to the next point of attack. It 
may be an advance upon Mobile, for the re- 
duction of that place, or toward Texas, for 
the purpose of occupying Brownsville and 
endeavoring to stop the contraband trade on 
tbe Rio Grande; or once more (“just once”) 
into the Teche and Attakapas country, to re- 
cover the lost region, to collect the crop3 and 
internal revenue, and, possibly, to prepare for 
the election of one or two more United States 
Congressmen from this loyal State. There is 
nothing to indicate that the movement (in 
whatever direction) will begin between this 
time aDd to-morrow morning; and, possibly, 
many more Sunday morning suns may rise 
over the 13th and 19th army corps in peaceful 
occupation of their present camps. 



Procbbss of Missionary Work in India. — 
Tbe London Saturday Review says: 

The religious side of India is prosaic. There 
are no wholesale conversions — none of the 
miraculous successes, reported or fabled of 
Xavier — no splendid triumph of Protestant- 
ism. Things go on very soberly in the India 
of real life. The bishops are almost entirely 
occupied in setting a decent example to the 
governing race, and in preventing or hushing 
up clerical scandals. The native mind does 
not seem to have any place or longing for a 
new religion. If there is any success of Chris- 
tian teaching in India, certainly the success of 
Romanism among the half-castes is among the 
most noticeable. What is done of a real and 
permanent sort by Protestants is the patient, 
slow work of schools and stations, which un- 
questionably produce some valuable results, 
although on a tiny scale, and although both 
the teachers and the taught remain like a lit- 
tle flock of neglected aliens among the mass 
of a contemptuous and indifferent population. 



The Prize Ring. — The second deposit of 
$100 a side was made yesterday, making $400 
already up. The men are now looking about 
for training quarters, but have not fully de- 
cided upon their respective localities. The 
mentor of Elliott has not yet transpired; but 
he will, without doubt, look sharp for a good 
tutor. Jack Parton, better known in the 
English prize ring as “Jem Clark's Novice,” 
has been engaged by Harry Hill, the backer 
of Con. Orem, to train the latter, and will a* 
once take him in hand. Parton is himself 
onite famous on the other side of the water. 
He is hardly twenty-one years of age, hut has 
fought four short but severely contested bat- 
tles, having beaten Tommy Marsh, ot Man- 
chester, in seven rounds, occupying fourteen 
minutes; Bob Hall, thirteen rounds, in twen- 
ty-two minutes; Jimmy Gill, thirty-one 
rounds, in forty-live minnte3, and lastly, Pat- 
s?y Marley, of St. Helens, the renowned an- 
tagonist of Harry Hill, Parton beating Ms.rley 
in thirteen rounds, occupying twenty-one 
minutes, for £50 a side. He is on a pleasure 
trip to this country, but will prolong his visit 
until after the fight, which occurs in about 
three months. — A'. Y. Herald, Aug. 30. 

In some of the rebel army corps that have 
been loDg in active service, it is said to be a 
custom of the soldiers to gamble for drinks 
by passtog tbe ftogers smartly through the 
bair oi tbe bead and then closing them tight 
and crying, "Odd or even?” Qnilp, who has 
seen something of soldier-life, assures us that, 
though the troops are bad enough, he has 
never seen any such (jef-entiousness as that.

The Austrian Press on the Mexican Em- 
pire. — News is current throughout the city to- 
day that Archduke Ferdinand Max. is upon 
the point of accepting the imperial crown of- 
fered him by Mexico. We have already point- 
ed out what appears to us the danger of this 
political plan, and we need, therefore, hardly 
repeat how greatly one should regret the con- 
firmation of this intelligence. To those per- 
sons who come before us with an affectation 
of loyalty, and declare that the press has uo 
right to interfere in the matter, that it is pure- 
ly a private concern of the Archduke, and that 
we have no business to attempt to restrict hi 3 
personal freedom, we reply that they don’t 
j know what they are talking about. Inde- 
pendently of the fact that we have not the 
presumption to suppose our disapproval will 
prevent the Archduke from accepting the 
clown if he feels inclined, we are yet unmis- 
takably of opinion that the personal interest 
of the Archduke is not alone concerned in his 
taking his seat upon the Mexican throne. 

ft e should have to recollect, under any cir- 
cumstances, that the ruler of Mexico was the 
brother of the Emperorof Austria. Any mis- 
fortune that might overtake him would be a 
misfoitune for the imperial family — insult te 
the Emperor of Mexico would be insult to 
Austria, We believe that too little is as yet 
known of the real foundation upon which this 
Mexican throne is to be erected, or there cou’d 
not possibly be any idea of its occupation by 
an Austrian Archduke. Even at the Tuilier- 
ics it has not been definitely decided whether 
to recognize the Mexican Assembly of Nota- 
bles, drummed together by Forey, as compe- 
tent, or whether to ratify their decision by au 
appeal to universal suffrage. The latter course 
is the most probable; so that the future pos- 
sessor of the Mexican throne may feel the 
leaden weight of French protective rule as 
long as possible. Nobody will convince ns 
that a real election, an honestly-meant nomi- 
nation of a ruler agreeable to the chjgf parties 
iu the land, is intended. 

The scum which has hurried to salute the 
French standards since the occupation of 
Vera Cruz does not even represent a majority 
of tbe Mexican population, far less its active 
and living elements. Its utterance cannot, 
therefore, be regarded os the view and expres- 
sion of will of the influential citizens of the 
fifteen States. We have often stated that Al- 
monte and his tail — tho generals and bishops 
expelled by Jaurez— belong to the ultramon- 
tane party of an old conservative minority; 
that they and their followers arc powerless 
and destitute of the prospect of a productive 
political future. They are not only incapable 
of forming the support of a new throne be- 
cause they acknowledge high church princi- 
ples and refer with pride and insolence to their 
bine Castilian blood; not only because they 
profess ideas which we in Europe are accus- 
tomed to style retrograde, for more fanatical 
elements have established new empires; more 
than one royal throne in the Pyrenean penin- 
sula, more than one princedom in the Levant, 
have been set up by the outcasts of the cru- 
sades; but their incapacity is due to the fact 
that they are foreign in blood and civilization 
to the great mass of the inhabitants of the 
country. 

Almonte & Co., the aristocratic ruins of the 
party of Santa Anna.'the allies of the French 
invading army, are the last remnant of the 
pure-blooded Creoles of European decent, 
who, after forty years of an embittered con- 
flict of races with the natives of the Country 
with the highly civilized descendants of the 
ancient people, subdued hy the swords of the 
Conquestadors, have finally been obliged to 
rail upon a stranger for protection and for 
j help. * * * They have received this 

Dll' "I’/ 1 now — although a fast-disappearing 
1 email minority, not amounting to ft sixteenth 
part of tbe population of the COUlltr y, al th ough 
in right of their blue blood certain^ ""‘itlea 
to style themselves the notables — they arro- 
gate the right of banding over Mexico to a 
regent. So loDg as foreign soldiers cross the 
seas, and, as in the Spanish time, support the 
mastery of these creoles, they may maintain 
themselves and the man of their choice; but 
not an hour beyond. Were the question really 
one ef principles, were a greater or less por- 
tion of freedom at stake, compromise might 
be possible, and final reconciliation not un- 
likely. But the lordship of a foreign prince 
will never strike firm root into this elemen- 
tary struggle of two separate races. He would 
never be forgiven tor belonging to the sons of 
the palefaces who destroyed the temples and 
palaces of Montezuma, and rendered desolate 
the towns and republics of Anahuac. 

Agitation in Germany.— There are some 
movements of unusual political significance 
afoot in Germany, just now, worth while 
watching — by Americans even — hard as it is 
to enlist American interest in foreign affairs 
at a time like this, when events are in pro- 
gress at home that overshadow, in importance, 
anything that is in progress in other part 3 of 
the world. 

There are two Congresses (or Conferences) 
now sitting at Frankfort-on-the-Maine — one 
composed of the German Princes — the object 
of which is said to be the discussion of a formal 
proposition from Austria for Federal Reform. 
This proposition, as we understand it, em- 
braces — 

First. A Directory of five, consisting of 
Austria, Prussia, Bavaria, aud two other 
German Powers to be chosen. 

Second. A Federal Council of permanent 
representatives of German States; an Upper 
House, to be composed of the Princes and As- 
rrmblyof Delegates from the German Diet, 
300 in number, half of whom will he sent by 
tbe Austrian and Prussian Diets, the remain- 
der by the other German Diets. Two thirds 
of tbe Delegates are to be chosen by the Lower 
House of the Diets of the German States, and 
one-third by the Upper Houses. 

Third. Tbe powers of the Federal Assem- 
bly to be increased. The sessions to be trien- 
nial. 

Some principles for general national legisla- 
tion to be adop’ed, viz: A law regulating the 
right of domicils, a general preBS law, a gen- 
eral law respecting associations, and a law for 
the establishment of Federal tribunals. 

The first sitting of this Congress was held 
(agreeably to an invitation of the Emperor of 
Austria) on the 17th — the Emperor of Austria 
him.-elf opening the proceedings with a con- 
} ciliatory speech. There are some men of in- 
! teilcetual mark in the assembly, but as their 
sayings and doing3 are not permitted to 
transpire, except through official or semi- 
official channels, the world will probably 
never be made the wiser for them. 

The other assembly is one of a more popu- 
lar composition. It was summoned to sit in 
i the same city, on the 21st of August ; that is 
j to say, five days subsequent to the assembling 
of the Congress of Princes. It is composed 
of what are called the liberal members of the 
various German legislative assemblies, who 
profess to give to the Liberals of Germany, 
scattered through upwards of thirty repre- 
sentatives bodies, something like unity of 
action in the discussion of measures and 
principles affecting the common welfare. 

An idea has got abroad that, among the 
reasons which induced the Emperor of Aus- 
tria to issue his invitatioa for the 16th of the 
present month, a principal one was the desire 
to forestall, aud, if possible, to win over this 
Diet of Deputies or embryo Parliament. At 
any rate, the near coincidence of time and 
place, the proximity of the crowned heads to 
the outspoken assembly of the people’s repre- 
sentatives, can hardly fail to give to the latter 
body, and to its proceedings, an interest which 
German affairs have of late failed to inspire 
anywhere beyond the narrow limits of the 
Confederation.

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Rebel Evacuation of Chattanooga— It 
•will be learned by many with surprise that 
the rebels, after devoting so much time and 
labor and money to rendering more powerful 
the naturally very powerful position of Chat- 
tanooga, abandoned it day before yesterday, 
in front of our armies, and moved South 
upon the Western and Atlantic railroad. The 
previous evacuation of Tullahoma greatly 
discouraged and demoralized the Confederate 
forces, and this last retreat, the greatest and 
most inglorious of all, may, we should think. 
Consummate the work of discouragement and 
demoralization. Surely so formidable a 
Stronghold as Chattanooga, garrisoned by an 
army of fifty thousand men as Chattanooga 
is said to have been, was never before sur- 
rendered so ignobly. No explanations can 
annul or mitigate the base shame to the Con- 
federate arms, unless indeed the fact was dis- 
covered that the rebel army had become too 
deeply disaffected toward the rebel Govern- 
ment to be willing to fight for it any longer. 

It is stated, that, yesterday, rapid and vig- 
orous pursuit of the retreating rebel forces 
was in progress. We are of course impatient 
to learn what prisoners, artillery, small arms, 
munitions, provisions, Ac., have been cap- 
tured at Chattanooga and in the pursuit, 
whether the rebels have yet made a stand, 
and, if they have, at what point. Perhaps 
they have taken their position at Atlanta, 
which is known to have been for a long time 
fortified. But Atlanta is by no means so 
Strong as Chattanooga; hence, if Bragg could 
not make a successful resistance at the former, 
he can scarcely hope to do so at the latter. It 
seems not improbable that his plan is to get 
his troops or as many of them as possible into 
Virginia for a junction with Gen. Lee, al- 
though he cannot go there except by a long, 
circuitous, and most tedious route, inasmuch 
as the Tennessee and Virginia Railroad is in 
our hands. The rebel policy, if any such 
thing as policy is left in that quarter, will soon 
reveal itself. 

In the mean while, it is joy to know that 
the possession of Chattanooga, Knoxville, Ac., 
paralyzes the Southern Confederacy at its very 
heart and throughout all its central organs of 
vitality. While we hold the great Tennessee 
and Virginia railroad and the great Western 
and Atlantic railroad, Chattanooga being in 
iact the focal point of the great Southern 
system of railroads, there can be no vital com- 
munication between the different portions of 
the Confederacy. First Arkansas and Texas 
were cloven off from the Confederacy by the 
conquest of the navigation of the Mississippi 
throughout its entire extent, and now what 
was left is cloven asunder. The wholeof Ten- 
nessee and a large portion of Georgia and Al- 
abama are at any rate ours, and, if Atlanta 
Bball be captured either by battle or through 
the flight of the rebel forces to Virginia, the 
whole of the Cotton States will probably fall 
in:o eur hands without resistance, and Vir- 
ginia will hardly be able to hold out for any 
length of time. 

It may be that the last desperate hope of the 
rebels is to concentrate their entire power in 
V irginia as soon as possible and again cross 
the Potomac and strike for the redemption of 
the fortunes of their government. This per- 
haps is the hope, but we do not fear the result. 
The final battle of the war may possibly be 
fought upon Northern territory, but it can 
have but one termination, and that a fore- 
known one. We have confidently believed all 
along and confidently expressed the belief that 
the capture of Chattanooga would be such a 
blow upon the head of the monster of the rebel- 
lion as a strong butcher strikes with an axe upon 
the head of a bullock, and we are confirmed in 
the opinion now. And with our whole souls 
we do congratulate the loyal people of Ten- 
nessee, long the most suffering and oppressed 
people of modern times, that they are at 
length redeemed, gloriously redeemed, from 
infernal thraldom. Every loyal heart in the 
nation will rejoice in their joy, be glad in 
their gladness, exult in their exultation. It 
is true, deplorably true, that many of their 
good mcD, victims of the remorseless rebel 
conscription, are far away from their beloved 
soil, rendering abated service to the rebellion 
under duress of rebel bayonets, but they, in 
the righteous providenceof God, will no doubt 
be soon restored to their homes and families. 
We trust, not only that we have seen “the 
beginning of the end”, but that we are seeing 
the middle of the end.

Our neighbor has 
made very astonishing progress on this sub- 
ject within the last three or four days, for in 
his paper of Sunday he asserted that the Pres- 
ident had a “right” to make such arrests, and 
declared that “the point now before this coun- 
try” was not the rightfulness but “the enor- 
mous abuse of this power of arrest.” Here is 
what he said: 

The Louisville Journal is showing w hat is 
very marvellous, indeed, that the Democrat 
held that the President has a right to arrest 
men and hold them too. The Democrat does 
not deny the right now; nor do we hold that 
any man has a right to exhort men to disobey 
law or resist its authority. 

***** 

The point now before this country is the 
enormous abuse of this power of arrest, and 
the abuse of the power to interfere with the 
freedom of speech and of the press. 

This our neighbor said four days ago. Now 
be says “this power of arrest” is not rightful 
at all but is in itself “a startling usurpation.” 
He indeed has made in the mean time not 
only very astonishing progress but a total rev- 
olution. We only wish we could believe that 
he would maintain his present attitnde; but 
we cannot; we dare not. We have 3een him 
make too many total revolutions in too much 
shorter time I Meanwhile, we submit his latest 
revolution to our readers for what it is worth. 

The Vanderbilt.— It is highly probable 
that the United States steamer Vanderbilt has 



formed that the Vanderbilt chased the Georgia 
for some hours, but, on receiving a broadside 
from the Georgia, sunk, and her whole crew, 
except thirty, were drowned.— Democrat. 

There has been no confirmation of this 
news, which, if true, would have been blazon- 
ed to the world through all the papers of the 
Confederacy. On the contrary, the weight of 
evidence is decidedly in favor of the safety of 
the V anderbilt. The ship Grey Eagle, at Bal- 
timore, reports that when she sailed from Rio 
Janeiro on the 1st ult. the Vanderbilt was 
Still lying in that port, and that the United 
States steamer Mohican sailed thence on the 
previous day. The statement of the sinking 
of the Vanderbilt first appeared, we think, in 
a Mobile paper, about three weeks after she 
was safe at Rio, and the rumor came by way 
of Havana. The occurrence is located off the 
Bahamas, and the daily intercourse between 
the West Indies and our Atlantic cities would 
unquestionably have afforded full corrobora- 
tion long before this. The Vanderbilt is one 
of the most powerful vessels afloat, and was 
heavily plated as a ram for the purpose of run- 
ning down the rebel war ships, when it was 
thought they would attempt to come out of 
the Elizabeth river at Norfolk.

May 
he not be smothered or crushed under his 
name. May he bear it stoutly up as Atlas 
shouldered the sky, instead of groaning be- 
neath it a3 the giants did beneath Mount 
JEtna. If oar common father Adam had been 
burdened with as much name as this little 
Adams five weeks old, he would probably 
have been not only the first man but the last. 
But, fortunately for him, there were no such 
Editor and heroes then as there are now to 
name him after. 

If ours and divers other great men’s little 
namesake shall succeed, by the age of six or 
eight, in committing his name to memory, 
he will undoubtedly, unless “too bright to 
live loDg,” show himself destined to be "the 
coming maD,” the heir of the combined and 
heaped up fame and glory of all whose names 
are united to form his. We think that we 
and our military colleagues, with hi3 gentle 
mother’s permission, should assume a sort of 
joint guardianship of him. We trust that no 
dissension will arise between them and us on 
account of their desire to make him a General 
and ours to make him an Editor. Of course 
they must at once see the propriety of yield- 
ing to ns upon that point. Or we will agree 
that the little fellow survey their achieve- 
ments at the head of their columns in the field 
and ours at the head of the columns of the 
Louisville Journal and decide for himself. 
They have not now to learn that “the pen is 
mightier than the sword." 

gST Special order No. 210 from Gen. Boyle’s 
headquarters authorizing the impressment of 
five hundred negroes to cut wood as fuel for 
the locomotives used in the government busi- 
ness provides that they shall be selected in 
accordance with the terms of his general or- 
der No. 41, of August 10. This is intended 
to prevent obstructions to the farmers in the 
cultivation of their land and care of their 
stock, as far as possible. But as the general 
harvest werk is nearly completed, the addi- 
tional terms of the special order are likely to 
induce owners to come forward and offer their 
slaves very liberally, for in addition to obtain- 
ing work for them at good wages, the wood- 
cutting service exempts them from all work 
on military roads away from their homes, 
while those who are willing to contract for the 
supply of 20 cords of wood monthly for each 
of their negroes can have them exempted en- 
tirely. These are very liberal terms, but if 
proper economy were to be considered, the 
“contrabands” who are now detained at va- 
rious points, in this city and elsewhere, and 
subsisted at the public expense, might be 
first used. Refugees from Tennessee and 
Southern Kentucky are reaching here daily, 
having no homes, as their masters have either 
been conscripted into the Confederate army 
or entered it voluntarily. Humanity suggests 
that these poor devils should be cared for be- 
fore the negroes who have comfortable homes 
are taken for the public service. We do not 
know that the whole five hundred now need- 
ed could be thus obtained, bat a very large 
proportion of them, we have no doubt, might 
be. It is highly probable that the military 
authorities, before making the order for im- 
pressment, had this subject of “contraband” 
labor under advisement, and there may be 
some objection to their employment of which 
we are ignorant. If there is not, it appears to 
us that a large amount of money might be 
saved, for the “contrabands” are worked for 
their rations and clothing, while the impressed 
slaves are to receive compensation for the ser- 
vices they render. As Special Order No. 210 
includes onr county, and Lieut.-Col. Stiles, 
commanding at Shepherdsville, is charged 
with its execution, we take the liberty of 
commending our suggestions to his consider- 
ation. 

The Frankfort Commonwealth is very 
indignant that the impressment of property 
to build the military road should be made 
general upon loyal and disloyal. The Editor 
wants to make the sinners pay, whilst the 
saints enjoy the benefit. He wants, in short, 
his party to be exempt, whilst his political 
opponents bear the burden.

The important admission in the above 
paragraph is its distinctive classification of 
the loyal and disloyal into political parties. 
The loyal who agree with the Commonwealth 
are "the saints,” while the disloyal are their 
“political opponents” and “the sinners.” The 
Democrat makes its ethical distinction as 
clear as it docs the political, and we presume 
that in due time it will be ready to sing a 
“Confiteor.”

convinced that no serious detriment to the 
interest of the loyal will be experienced, 
while we are confident that the disloyal will 
have no cause to complain of any injustice.
